Poor. 


1. PROVISIONS FOR THE MORE EFFECTUAL 
RELIEF OF THE POOR. 

W HEREAS it is become necessary that Provision should 
be made for amending and enforcing the Laws for the 
Relief, Instruction, and Employment of the Poor; in order, as 
far as may be, to improve their Condition, and to ensure a more 
Comfortable Maintenance and Support to them and their Fami- 
lies, to encourage the general Habits of Industry and good Or- 
der, and thereby gradually to reduce the excessive Amount of the 
Poor Rates: 

May it therefore please Your MAJESTY, 

That it may be Enafted ; AND BE IT ENACTED by the 
KING's Most Excellent MA/ESTY< J by-and with the Advice and 
Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in 
this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the 
same, That from and after the Time herein appointed for the 
Commencement of this Aft, any Father entitled to the Benefit 
thereof, according to the Provisions hereinafter mentioned, and 
having more than Two Children, Part of his Family, and unable 
to maintain themselves; and any Widow, being so entitled and 
having more than One such Child, shall have such Weekly Al- 
lowances from the Parish or Parishes to be united by virtue of this 
a Aft, 
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Adi, where he or she shall reside, in respedt of any such Child or 
Children of such Father beyond the N umber of Two, and in re- 
spedt of any such Child or Children of such W idow beyond the 
Number of One, to such Amount, not less than One Shilling 
for each such Child, as shall be ordered and diredted in Confor- 
mity to the Provisions of this Adi; and that such Allowances so 
made shall continue, in respedt of such Child or Children above 
the Number ol Two and One, rcspcdtiyely, as aforesaid, until 
such Child or Children in respedt of whom such Allowances ate 
made, can and shall maintain themselves hv their Labour, if such 
Child or Children shall so long remain Part of their Father’s and 
Mother’s Family as aforesaid. 

AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That if any Poor 
Person entitled to the Benefit of this Adi, in any Parish or Pa- 
rishes to lie united by virtue of this Adt, not able to earn the full 
Rate or-Wnger usually given - in such Parish or Parishes united 
therewith, shall contradt and agree to work at any inferior Rate 
or Wages, which Wages shall not be sufficient for die Mainten- 
ance and Support of such Poor Person, singly or in Conjundlion 
with his or her Family, it shall and may be lawful to make up 
such Deficiency (Regard being had to the Earnings of such Fa- 
mily, and to the Allowance (if any) then payable to him, her, 
or them, front any Parochial Fund whien may be established by 
virtue of this Adi in such Parish), out of the Rates made for die 
Relief of the Poor, without compelling such Poor Person to be 
employed in any Manner under the Authority of this Adi: «. 

Provided always, That the Parish so advancing any Money to ' 

any Persons not having any lawful Settlement therein, shall he 
reimbursed the same, in the Manner and in the Cases specified in 
the Schedule hereunto annexed. 

AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That if it shall 
appear that any Person entitled to the Benefit of this Adi, and 
wanting Relief for him or herself, or his or her Family, would 
be enabled, by the Advance of Money for purchasing a Cow or 
other Animal yielding Profit, to maintain him or herself, and his 
or her Family, without farther Parochial Relief, it shall be lawful * 
to order the Payment of such Money in Advance as will be 
necessary for the Purchase of such Cow or other Animal, out of 
the Rwtes-trradtr for rhe-ftclicf of die Poor, in the Manner and 
according to the Form No. in the Schedule 

hereunto annexed, and subjedl to the Conditions therein dyau2«l 

to be expressed in such Order. 

AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That no Person 
shall he excluded from Parochial Relief, or any of the Benefits of 
this Adt, on account of the Possession of any Tenement or Cot- 
tage, with its Appurtenances, whatever may be his or her Estate 

or 
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or Interest therein, or on account of any other visible Property; 
not exceeding in the Whole die Value of Thirty Pounds, which 
shall consist either of Tools or Implements of Trade, or House- 
hold Furniture, Wearing Apparel, or other Necessaries suitable 
to the Condition of such Poor Person ; but chat every Person 
in the Situation and Condition before mentioned, and nor able 
from other Circumstances, to maintain him or herself, or his oi- 
lier Family,- shall be entitled to all the Benefits of this A<St, as fully 
and effectually as if such Person was not possessed of such Pro- 
perty as aforesaid. 

AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED , That no Poor 
Person whatever shall be liable to he removed from the Parish in 
which lie or she shall inhabit, as aftually chargeable by Reason 
of any Relief or Allowance granted to sucb Person, yuJer the Au- 
thority of this Act, on account of any temporary Disability or 
Sickness of such Person, or of any of his nr her Family, or on 
account of die Number of his or her Children, in respeft of 
whom he or she shall be entitled to, or shall receive any Allow- 
ance by virtue of this Ait. 

PROVIDED ALWAYS, AND BE IT FURTHER 
ENACTED, That every Person residing as aforesaid iii any 
Parish united with any other Parish or Parishes, and acquiring 
a Settlement by virtue of this Aft, shall be deemed to have 
acquired a Settlement in such united Parishes collectively, and 
not in the Parish singly wherein lie or she shall so have resided. 

PROVIDED A! WAYS, AND BE IT FURTHER 
ENACTED, That no Person whose Settlement shall not be in 
the Parish, or in One of the Parishes united by virtue of this 
Aft, in which he or she shall reside, shall be entitled to any 
Relief from sucli Parish or united Parishes, except in the Cases 
and in the Manner herein specified. 


AND WHEREAS for the Encouragement of frugal Industry, 
and for the securing a competent Provision in Cases of Sickness, 
.Infirmity, and Old Age, it may be expedient to establish a 
Parochial. .Fund, which may arise, pardy from Subscriptions or 
Voluntary ConttlWlions and B eh c fn cH 6 ffik 'nnVl -pfirtly from an 
Aid to lie given out of the Rares for the Relief of the Poor, 
whereby the Persons subscribing may become entitled to greater 
Allowances dian can be secured to them by such Savings as may 
he expefted to be made by them out of their own Earnings ; 
BE IT FURTHER ENACTED , That from and after the 
Time appointed for die Commencement of this Aft, there shall 
be established, in or for every Parish or Parishes to be united by 
virtue of this Aft, a Fund, to be called “ The Parochial Fund 
for die Relief of Sick, Infirm, and Aged Subscribers,?’ for tbe 
a 2 Purpose 
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Purpose of raising from Time to Time, by Subscriptions, or by 
Voluntary Contributions and Bcncfaftions, and by the Rates raised 
for the Relief of the Poor, a sufficient Stock for the Relief and 
Maintenance of all and every the Subscribers thereto, in Sickness, 
Infirmity, and Old Age, by certain Allowances, cncreasing in 
Proportion to the Periods for or in respeft of which they shall have 
subscribed; and that every such Parochial Fund shall be established 
by Orderof Two Justices, according to the Form, No. in the 
Schedule hereunto annexed, and shall be managed according to the 
Rules marked ( ) in the said Schedule, or by such Rules as 

shall from Time to Time be made for the better Management 
of the same under the Authority of this Adi, and subjeft to the 
Fines prescribed by or by virtue of this Adi; and that every 
Person residing in any Parish shall be entitled to become a 
Subscriber to the Parochial Fund established in or for such 
Parish or united Parishes, on the .Conditions specified in the 
said. Rules, marked ( ' ) and according to the Tables in the 

Schedule hereunto annexed ; and that every Person so subscrib- 
ing, and continuing the due Payment of his or her Subscription 
according to the said Rules, although not settled in any Parish in 
or for which such Fund is established, shall be deemed entitled to 
the Benefits and Allowances specified in the said Rules, as if such 
Person had his or her lawful Settlement in any such Parish. 


AND WHEREAS it may be expedient that the Allowances 
to be given to Subscribers to any Parochial F und established un- 
der this Aft, should be extended, on the same beneficial Terms, 
to the Members of Friendly Societies herein mentioned, who 
shall be desirous of entiding themselves, by a moderate Subscrip- 
tion, to such permanent Allowances, over and above the Allow-, 
anccs to which they respectively may be entitled by the Rules of 
such Friendly Societies ; BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, 
That every Person who shall be a Member of any Friendly 
Society, established under an Aft, passed in the Thirty-third 
Year of the Reign of His present Majesty, intituled, “ An Aft 
for the Encouragement and Relief of Friendly Societies,” and 
who shall be desirous of subscribing to any Parochial Fund estab- 
lished under this Aft, for the Purpose of entiding him or herself 
to sucli of the permanent Benefits of the said Fund as are to he 
given to aged or infirm Subscribers, according to the Periods for 
or in respeft of . which >they shall have subscribed, and not in 
Cases of temporary Sickness or Infirmity, shall, on delivering a 
Certificate of his being a Member of such Society to the Per- 
sons appointed to the Management of the Poor in or for the 
Parish or Parishes where such Fund shall be established, signed by 
any Two of the Stewards or Officers of such Society, certifying 
the same, be admitted a Subscriber for such distinft and separate 
Purpose to the said Parochial Fund, at the reduced Rates and on 
the Conditions specified in the said Rqlcs, and according to the 

Tables 
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Tables marked ( ) in the Schedule hereunto annexed, and shall 

he entitled to the Benefits and Allowances specified in the Table 
marked ( ) in the said Schedule. 


II. PROVISIONS FOR THE BETTER EMPLOY- 
MENT AND INSTRUCTION OF THE POOR. 

AND WHEREAS by an Aft passed in the Forty-third Year 
of the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, intituled, “ An Act for the 
Relief of the Poor,” and divers subsequent Statutes of this Realm, 
sundry Provisions have been made for the Purposes of setting the 
Poor to Work, and of providing a Stock of Materials : AND 
WHEREAS with a View as well to the Diminution of the Bur- 
then of the Poor, as for the Encouragement of useful Industry, it 
is highly important that the said Provisions should he further en- 
forced, and that other Provisions should be made for the Instruc- 
tion and Employment of Children in Schools of Industry, to be 
established by virtue of this Aft in such Places where a due f-'u- 
peti n tendance of the same shall be provided BE IT FURTHER 
ENACTED, That the Justices of the Peace afting in and lor 
any County within that Part of Great Britain called England, 
and assembled at the General Quarter Sessions of the Peace to be 
liolden for such County next after the Feast Day of Saint Michael 
the Archangel, One Thousand Seven Hundred and Ninety-seven, 
shall divide the County into such and so many Distriftsas shall 
appear to them to be most expedient for the effeftual Execution 
of this Aft, and shall nominate and appoint, in every such Dis- 
trift, Two Justices at die least afting in and for such County, 
and residing in or near such Distvift, to be Justices in each Dis- 
trift, and to Isold the Petty Sessions required to be holden from 
Time to Time for the Purposes of this Aft ; and that the Justices 
so appointed, or from Time to Time to be so appointed to aft in 
any Distrift in the Execution of this Aft, shall be the Justices 
in the Distrift in this Aft mentioned ; and they, and no other 
Justices; shall hav$ - Authority to aft in the said Distrift, in 
any Matter relating to the Execution of any of the Powers given 
to the fustices in die Distrift by this Aft : Provided always, that 
where Two such Justices afting in and for any County, and re- 
siding as aforesaid, cannot he appointed for each such Distrift, 
it shall be lawful for the said Justices so assembled at the Quar- 
ter Sessions as aforesaid, to appoint any Justice or Justices aft- 
ing for the County, to aft for Two or more such Distrifts 
within the same County as shall be deemed expedient; so that 
the Place or Places of Residence of such Justice or Justices so 
to be appointed, shall be in or near to the Distrifts wherein he 
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fer they shall be so appointed to adl : Provided also, That the 
Justices assembled at any subsequent General t v Quarter Sessions 
may, upon sufficient Cause shewn, alter the Limits of any Dis- 
tridl or Distridls before fixed, and may also renew or alter the 
Appointment of Justices made in pursuance of this Adi, in any 
Distridl so fixed, or so authorised to be fixed, as aforesaid. 


AND in order to provide for the more effedhial Controu! of 
the Persons appointed to the Management of the Poor under this 
Adi, and also of Persons having the Management of the Poor in 
Places where the Provisions of this Adi, as to the Employment 
and Instrudlion of the Poor in Schools of Industry, shall not be 
adopted ; BE IT FURTHER ENACTED , That every Mem- 
ber of either House of Parliament, or of His Majesty’s Privy 
Council, and residing or being in any County, and all Persons 
named in the Commission of the Peace tbicsuch County, or in 
any Adi of Parliament to be a Commissioner of the Land Tax in 
or for such County, and all Persons in Holy Orders having any 
Ecclesiastical Jurisdidlion in such County, shall be Visitors of the 
Poor in all and every the Distridls in such County ; and that any 
Rcdlcr, Vicar, or Curate for the Time being, of any Rcdtory, 
Vicarage, or Chapelry within any Distridl, in such County, and 
residing in such Distridl ; and the several Persons to he appointed 
as hereinafter diredled, and residing in such Distridl, shall also 
be Visitors of the Poor therein ; and the Justices in any Distridl 
to he appointed as aforesaid, are hereby required, as soon as con- 
veniently may be after the Tenth Day of July One Thousand 
'Seven Hundred and Ninety-seven (and also from 'Lime to Time 
whenever there shall be Occasion) to make new Appointments 
to meet in their Distridl, to consider of proper Persons resident 
therein, and qualified as hereinafter mentioned, to be nominated 
and constituted, together with the said Persons before described, 
to the Office of Visitor of the Poor in such Distridls, and to ap- 
point such and so many of the said Persons as they tire said Justices 
shall deem proper and necessary, to be appointed to die Office of 
Visitor; and that all and every Person and Persons inhabiting in 
any Parish within any Distridl, and being rated and paying to the 
Relief of the Poor of the said Parish, and having any Freehold. 
Copyhold, or Customary Estate for Life or Lives, or any 
greater Estate therein, or (or a Term of Y^ars. determinable 
on One or more Life or' Lives, of the Value of Fifty Pounds per 
Annum within the said Distridl; or occupying Messuages, Lands, 
or Tenements, within the said Distridl, of and rated and assessed 
at die Value of One Hundred and Fifty Pounds per Annum or 
upwards, shall be eligible to such Office of Visitor ; and Three 
or more of the said Persons so named or to be appointed Visitors, 
One whereof shall be a Justice in the Distridl, shall serve the 
Office of Visitor in Rotation, in such Order and for such Time, 
as shall be from Time to Time agreed upon, ;md which Order 
• of 
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of Rotation they are hereby required from Time to Time to 
settle between them as they shall see fit; any Two of whom 
being in Rotation, shall be capable to adl in any Matter not other- 
wise directed by this Aft: Provided always, That the said Per- 
sons so from Time to Time to be appointed Visitors by the said 
Justices, and assenting; unto such Appointment, shall meet at 
such Place within the District, and at such Time, not later than 
Fourteen Days from the Day of their Appointment, as the 
Justices of the Peace in the District at the Time of such Ap- 
pointment shall fix, in order to qualify themselves for the said 
Office; and every such Person so appointed shall, if required so 
to do by any Justice of the Peace in the District there present, 
produce in Writing a Statement of his Qualification, setting forth 
of what it consists and where situate, and shall verify the same on 
• his- Oath or solemn Affirmation, before the said Justice of the 
Peace, before such Person shall aft in the said Office of Visitor. 

AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That whenever 
the Justices assembled at any Quarter Sessions to be holden for 
1 any County, shall be of Opinion that the Number of Persons 
who have then accepted the Office of Visitor within any District 
of such County, is sufficient to carry into Effedl the Provisions 
of this Adl, which concern any of the Duties appertaining to the 
said Office of Visitor, according to the true Intent thereof, it shall 
be lawful for the said Justices to make Order therein according 
to the Form No. in the Schedule hereunto annexed ; 

f which Order shall be executed by the respective Persons to 
whom the same shall be diredled, without Delay, according to 
the true Intent of the same, and of the Rules marked No. in 
the said Schedule. 

AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That upon Notice 
of such last mentioned Order, it shall be lawful for the Pa- 
rishioners rated and paying the Rates made for the Relief of the 
Poor of any Parish, at any Public Meeting assembled for that 
Purpose, upon Notice thereof first given in the Manner prescribed 
in the said Schedule, or' the major Part of such of them as shall 
l^be there assembled (such major Part being also rated in the then 
flast Rate made for the. Relief of the Poor of the said Parish in a 
Sum greater than the Sum charged in the said Rate on the rest of 
die Parishioners so assembled) to consent to unite themselves with 
any other Parish or Parishes in the Establishment of any School 
or Schools of Industry, for any of the Purposes of this Adi; and 
to enter into an Agreement with such other Parish or Parishes for 
that Purpose, in the Form and according to the Directions con- 
tained in No. in the Schedule hereunto annexed ; and in 
case no such Agreement shall lie entered into by any P: rish, and 
approved in Manner therein diredlcd, then every suen Parish 
shall be bound singly to maintain a School or Schools of In- 
dustry, 
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dustry, according to the Regulations contained in the said Sche- 
dule, so long as such Parish shall remain not united with any 
other Parish or Parislies> according to the Provisions of this Afti 

AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That the Overseers 
of the Poor of any such Parish, or the Persons to he appointed 
to the Management of tire Poor of any Pat ish or Parishes to be 
united by virtue of this Aft, after the Receipt of such Order of . 
Justices as aforesaid, shall, in the Manner and under the Autho- 
rity hereby limited and prescribed, hire, purchase, or build, a 
House or "Houses, for the Purpose of establishing a School or 
Schools of Industry In and for the same Parish, or in any Parish 
united therewith by virtue of this Aft, and for the said united 
Parishes, towards carrying into Execution die purposes of this 
Aft. 

AND BE IT Ptrknak ENACTED , 'TBSrfortK Re. 

gulation of such School or Schools of Industry as shall be esta- 
blished by virtue of this Aft for instructing Children or Poor 
Persons in Work, and employing any or all Poor Persons who' 
shall wane Relief in the same Parish, and who cannot conveni- 
ently work at Home, cither from the Nature of the Work to be 
done, or other Circumstances, and also for such other I’ui poses 
as shall be direfted under the Provisions of this Aft, and for the 
more effectual Instruction, Employment, and Relief of such 
Poor Persons, there shall, within the Time and in the Manner 
hereinafter limited and prescribed, be appointed for every Parish 
United by virtue of this Aft with any other Parish of Parishes, 
One Person, to be Warden of the Poor ; and the Persons so 
appointed shall have the Management of the Poor Persons of 
such united Parishes ; and One of them shall be appointed to the 
Care and Management of the School or Schools of Industry in 
the said united Parishes, and of the Poor receiving Emplovmenc 
in or from (lie same, who shall be called “ The Manager of the 
" School of Industry and that for every Parish not united as 
as aforesaid, there shall also be appointed One Warden, who shall 
be the Manager of the School or Schools of Industry of the said 
Parish, and who, together with the Overseers of rhe Poor of the' 
same Parish, shall have the Management of the Poor Persons ot 
such Parish ; or where no Warden ol’ the Poor shall be appointed 
in any such Parish not united as a'fbresald under the Provisions 
of this Aft, then the said Overseers shall execute the said Office ; 
and in such Case, One of them shall be appointed to be Manager 
of the School or Schools of Industry of the same Parish. 

AND BE I'T FURTHER ENACTED, That whenever 
any School or Schools of Industry shall be established in any- 
united Parishes, or single Parish, in pursuance of this Aft, 
all Person 1 : wanting Relief, may be instrufted and employed 

either 
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either itvsvu.1i School or Schools of Industry, or at their respective 
Homes, in such Work as shall have been agreed upon or fixed 
in the Manner herein provided; and the Manager of the School 
of Industry, or his Assistant, appointed under this ACt, shall, 
from Time to Time, with the Consent of Two Justices of the 
Pc-acc in the District, take Order for setting to work and main- 
taining the said Persons, in the Manner herein directed ; and 
every Person who shall be employed in the Manner autho- 
rized by this ACt, shall execute, according to the best of his or 
her Ability, such lawful and reasonable Work as shall be re- 
quired of him or her, conformably to the Rules established by 
virtue of this ACt, and subjeCt to the Controul herein provided. 

AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That- the Persons 
appointed to the Mftnajjg ment of' the Porfr of any Parish, or 
united Parishes, shall, from Time to Time, provide a proper 
Stock of Hemp, Flax, Silk, Thread, Cotton, Wool, Iron, 
Leather, or other Materials, and also proper Tools and Imple- 
ments, for the Employment of the Poor ; and it shall be lawful 
for the said Parish or united Parishes, and for the Poor thereof, 
and the Person or Persons appointed to the Management of the 
said Poor, respectively, to carry on any Trades, Mysteries, or 
Occupations, under this ACt, within any School or Schools of 
Industry established by virtue of this ACt, and the Buildings thi-tc- 
unto belonging, or at die Homes or Habitations of the Poor 
Persons of such respective Parishes, any Law, Usage, or Custom 
to the contrary notwithstanding ; and that any Person who shall 
he lawfully setded in any Parish where he or she shall reside, or 
in any Parish united therewith, and also nnv Person entitled to all 
the Benefits of this ACt, who shall he willing to he employed in 
the Trade, Mystery, or Occupation carried on in the School or 
Schools of Industry there, shall, for themselves respectively, and 
such of their respective Families who arc able and willing to 
work, be entitled to be employed in such School or Schools of 
Industry, and to be insnuCtcu in any such Trade, Mystery, 
Occupation, or Employment there carried on, as shall be suited 
to his, her, or their Strength or Ability, at such Wages or Re- 
compense as shall be settled and established to be paid or made 

this ACt. 

AND EE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That it shall be 
lawful for Two Justices in the District, from Time to Time, to 
call for an Account of the Materials provided for the Employ- 
of the Poor in the respective Parishes in their District, and 
the Khumer in which the same has been applied and accounted for, 
and froniTimc to Time, as occasion shall require, to make Order 
b for 
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for supplying a competent Stock thereof for the Purposes afore- 
said: and in case of the Neglcdt so to do, of any Person whose 
Duty it shall be to provide such Stock for the Space of Ten Days 
after any such Order made, it shall be lawful for any Two Jus- 
tices in the District, to direct that the Person or Persons whose 
Duty it shall be, do provide such Materials at his, her, or their 
Expence ; and in Default of the Payment of the Charge and 
Costs of such Materials upon Demand, it shall be lawful for such 
Justices to levy the same, and tire Costs attending the Recovery 
thereof, by Distress and Sale of the Goods and Chattels of any 
Person or Persons so making Default, to the Use of the Poor of 
llic same Parishes respectively. 

AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That if the Wages which 
shall lie paid or payable to any Poor Person, residing as aforesaid, r 
for Iris 01; hep Labour jn flny School of Industry, or in respedt of 
any Employment carried on by virtue of this Adt, by any Pa- 
rish or united Parishes, shall be insufficient for the Support and 
Maintenance of such Poor Person, and his or her Family (Re- 
gard being always had to the Enrningsof such Family, or of such 
Part thereof who shall be able to work, and to the Allowance (if 
any) to which he, she, or they shall then be entitled from any 
Parochial Fund), it shall he lawful for the Persons appointed to 
the Management of the Poor of such Parish or united Parishes, 
incase the Person wanting Relief shall he a Person entitled 10 
the Benefit of this Adi, with the Approbation and by the Order 
of any Justice in the Dislridl, to grant such Relief to such Poor 
Person, or his or her Family, as in the Judgment of such Justice 
shall, over and above the Earnings of and Allowances to such 
Person, and his or her Family, he necessary for their Support 
and Maintenance, according to the Circumstances of cadi Case. 

PROVIDED ALWAYS, AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, ' 
That from and after the Time appointed for the Commence- 
ment of this Adt, every Person entitled to the Benefit of this 
Adt, in any Parish, shall (unless he or she will undertake 
diligently to instruct and employ, and can and shall diligently in- 
strudl and employ his or her Child or Children at Home, or in ^ 
such Business as the Persons appointed to the Management of the ► 
Poor of such Parish, or the Manager of the School or Schools of ■ 
Industry established therein, shall from Time to Time diredt, 
and which such Persons respectively arc hereby authorized to 
direct to be done in Conformity to the Provisions of this Adi) 1 
permit all of his or her Children, being respectively of the Age 
of Five Years or upwards,, upon Request made in pursuance of ' 
this A<t; to be sent into the School or Schools of 1 ndustry esta- 
blished in or for any Parish or united Parishes under this Adt;

AND PE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That every Person resid- 
ing in any Parish under the Authority of this Act, who is able 
and willing to be employed in any Service or Work, at the Rates 
and Prices usually paid in the Parish where such Person shall re- 
side, or in any Parish united therewith, may, when out of Em- 
ploy, apply tbr Tmplovruenr tiam, the Persons appointed to the 
Management orffh^OTr ofme shot Parish or united Parishes ; 
and it shall be lawful for the said Persons, or any of them respec- 
tively, to cause such Person to be employed in the School of In- 
dustry, or at the Home of such Person, in such Employment as

Pains and Penalties as Persons hiring themselves in particular

AND BE FT. FURTHER ENACTED, That every Child who 
shall at any Time have received Employment by virtue of this 
AS, and shall obtain a Certificate of his or her good .Behaviour, 
during die Time of such Employment, according to the Form 
No. in the Schedule hereunto annexed, shall be entitled to be. 
put out as Apprentices, or hired Servants, in the Manner, and 
with such Advantages, as are specified in the Forms No. 
and No. in the Schedule hereunto annexed, or to that or the 
like EfFcCl. 

AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That it shall be lawful 
for the Parent or Pavpnts of any Poor Child or Children, at any 
Time before such Child or Children shall have attained, if. Male, 
the Age of Fourteen Years, or if Female, the Age of Twelve 
Years, or afterwards, if they shall continue to be so employed, to 
hire out his, her, or their Child or Children, notwithstanding 
such Employment in such School or Schools of Industry, at such 
reasonable Wages as shall be adequate to the labour of suc h Child 
or Children, during the Time of May and Corn Harvest, for any 
Space of Time not exceeding Six successive Weeks in each 
Year; or to take such Child or Children to be at Home with 
him, her, or them, to be employed by him, her, or them, during 
the said Harvests, for such time as aforesaid ; and also for any of 
the said Poor, employed in such School or Schools of Industry, 
above such Ages respectively, at any Time of the Year, to hire

to be paid or made to the Poor employed in such School or

fit for setting die Poor to work thereon, according to their

Time be settled by the said Justices assembled at the General or 
Quarter Sessions of the Peace for the County where such Justices 
shall aCt ; and the Remainder of such Articles may lie manufac- 
tured to the best Advantage, or may be sold for the best Prices

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111. PROVISIONS FOR SUPERINTENDENCE OF 
SCHOOLS OF INDUS TR V AND OF THE POOR ,

AND in order to provide for the more effedlual Superinten- 
dance of the said Schools of Industry, and of the said Poqr, as 
well in Districts where Schools of Industry shall be established, 
as in other Distridls or Places ; BE IT FURTHER ENACT- 
ED, That whenever the Visitors adting for any District ap- 
pointed under the Authority of this Adi, or a sufficient Number 
of such Visitors, shall offer to the Justices assembled at the Quar- 
ter Sessions for such County, to pxecutc the OffitJcof Guardian 
of the Poor for such Diswicl by Rotation, according to the Rules 
prescribed in the Schedule hereunto annexed, it shall be lawful 
for the said Justices to appoint any Three or more such Visitors 
to such Office of Guardian of the Poor, for such Distridl, for 
the space of One whole Year, from the First Day of holding the 
Quarter Sessions where such Appointment shall be made ; and 
the Visitors so appointed, or any Two of them, shall anti may 
execute the Office of Guardian of the Poor, and shall be and 
are hereby vested with all and every the Pow.ers given to Guar- 
dians of the Pool - , eledted to the said Office by virtue of this Adi ; 
any T wo of whom shall be capable to do any Adi belonging to 
the Office of Guardian of the Poor by this Act. 

AND in order that the Regulations of litis Adi may be more 
effedtunlly carried into Execution by the Eledlion of One or 
more Guardians of the Poor, in any County, when the Visitors 
within their respedlive Distridls shall not have accepted, or cannot 
cffedlunlly execute the Office of such Guardian, or where no Vi- 
sitors shall ndt as Guardian in any Distridl or Distridls; BE IT 
FURTHER ENAC1ED, That the Justices adling in and for 
any County, and assembled at any Quarter Sessions of the Peace 
to be holdcn for such County, shall take into their Consideration 
the Number of Parishes in, and the Extent and local Circum- 
t stances of such County, together with die Duties. .of the Office of 
t the Guardian of the Poqr, ..and if it shall appear to the said Justices 
to be expedient {©elect One or more Guardians of the Poor of 
such County, it shall be lawful for the said Justices to make Order 
therein, according to the Diredtions contained in No. of tint 
Schedule hereunto annexed ; and if, in their Opinion, One Person 
cannot effedlually execute, in such County, all the Duties required 
. of Guardians of the Poor in and by this Adi, die said Justices 
may, and they are hereby required to determine how many of 
such Guardians of die Poor are necessary for such County ; and 
in such Case to divide such County into as many' convenient Di r 
visions, consisting of Parishes, or united Parishes lying contiguous

PROVIDED ALWAYS, AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED , 
That it shall be lawful for the J ustices adling in anti for any 
County assembled at any subsequent General or Quarter Sessions 
of the Peace, from Time to Time, to take into Consideration 
the several Particulars before mentioned, and at their Discretion 
appoint Visitors, who shall offer to execute the Office of G uardiau 
in any Distridl or Districts, of such County, in the Manner be- 
fore dire&ed, or in their Discretion to alter the Number of 
Guardians to be ele&ed, or the Extent and Arrangement of all 
or any of the Divisions appointed as before diredted to such 
Guardians respectively ; and such Justices »*« thereupon hereby

taiued in Mich Representations, Rcporrs, and Papers, made out 
and arranged in tire Form Is o. in the Schedule to this Afi 
annexed. 

AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That a general 
Abstrafi shall once in each Year be made our, under the Dircfiion 
of His Majesty's most Honourable Privy Council, in order that 
the same may be inspefied bv Parliament; and that the same 
shall, within One Month after January in each Year, if Parlia- 
ment shall be then sitting, and if i'.ti Itiuv.ent shall not he then 
sitting, within Twenty Days after the First Day of the then next 
Sessions of Parliament, be laid before the Two Houses of Pap, 
liament.

AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That all the Laws now 
in Force relating to the Poor, shall he and continue in Force, ex- 
cept as they arp lierein expressly altered, or ate repugnant to this 
A£t, and the Regulations and Provisions therein contained. 

AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That any Dire&ion 
given, or Provision made by this Act, in any Matter respecting 
any County, shall be construed to extend to the several Ridings 
of the County of 1 'ark, and to the several Li visio n s of d ie Coun- 
ty of Lincoln, and also to, every City; IforSifgh, "arflll *Edwn, be- 
ing a County of itselfr ’within that Parr of Great Britain called 
England, in like Manner as to any County at large, and as fully 
and efFeiftu.il I v as if the said Directions and Provisions had been 
expressly applied to the said Riding', and Divisions, and to the 
said Cities, Boroughs, and Towns, being Counties of themselves 
respectively; and all Magistrates and Justices of such Ridings or 
Divisions, or of such Cities, Boroughs, or Towns respectively, 
shall have, and be entitled to exercise, within their respective 
Jurisdictions, nil the Powers and Authorities given by this 
Act to Justices of or in any County ; and that they and 
all other Officers exercising in such Ridings or Divisions,

AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That no Notice, Sum- 
mons, Order, Agreement, Rate, Assessment, Conviftion, War- 
rant, Distress, or other Proceeding under this Adi, shall be 
quashed, vacated, or made or deemed void, for want of Form only, 
or be removed or removeable by Certiorari or otherwise, into any 
superior Court ; nor, in Case of any Irregularity in any Distress, 
or any Sale thereupon, or Proceeding therein, shall any of the 
Parties concerned therein be deemed a Trespasser or Trespassers 
ab initio ; but the Person or Persons aggrieved thereby, shall and 
may recover Satisfaftion for the special Damages only, in an 
Action upon the Case, if no sufficient Tender of Amends shall 



PROVIDED ALWAYS, AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, 
That if any Person shall think himself or herself Aggrieved by any 
Thing done in pursuance cf this Act, and for which a Power of 
Appeal to the General or Quarter Sessions isexprcssly given by this 
Act, such Person may appeal to such General or Quarter Sessions 
of the Peace, as shall be specially directed by this Act to be holden

of such Notice and Recognizance, shall hear and finally deter- 
mine the Matter of every" such Appeal, in a summary Way, and 
make such Order, and award such Coats to the Party appealing 
or appealed against, as .such Court nh.il^ihiuk proper, and such 
Determination shall be final, binding, and conclusive to all In- 
tents and Purposes, and shall not he removed into :my other 
Couit: Provided always, that if Fourteen Days shall not have 
elapsed alter the Cause of Complaint shall have arisen, and dtp 
First Day of the General or Quarter Sessions where such Ap- 
peal shall be specially directed to be made., the said Court may, if , 
they think proper, adjourn the said Appeal to the then next Ge- 
neral or Quarter Sessions, at which Sessions the Court shall pro- 
ceed peremptorily to hear and determine the same. 

AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That if any Person or Per- 
sons, upon Examination upon Oath or Affirmation, before any 
Person or Persons authorized by this Act to administer such Oath 
or Affirmation, shall wilfully and corruptly swear, affirm, or al r 1 
lege any Matter or Thing which shall be false or untrue, every 
such Person or Persons so offending, and being thereof duly con- 
victed, shall he, and is and are hereby declared to be subject and 
liable to such Pains and Penalties as’ by any Law now in force 
Persons convicted of wilful and corrupt Perjury, arc subject and 
liable to. 

AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That no Receipt here- 
by required to lie given for or upon the Payment of Money ap- 
plicable to any the Purposes of this Act, nor any Agreement, In- n 
stnuuent, Writing, or other Matter or Thing set forth in the 
Schedule tp this Act annexed, or required to be made or execut- 
ed by this Act, except Deeds or Instruments passing an In- 
terest inlands,. Tenements, .or Hereditaments, shall be liable to 
any Stamp-duty. 

AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That the Forms of Pro- 
ceedings relative to the several Matters contained in this Act, 
which are set forth and expressed in die Schedule hereunto an- 
nexed, shall and may be used oh all occasions, with such Addi- 
tions anil Variations only as may he necessary to adapt them to

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the particular Exigencies of each Case ; anil that no Objection 
shall be made, or Advantage taken for Want of Form in any 
such Proceedings, by any Person or Persons whatever. 

AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act, as to all 
Matters and Things therein contained (except such Provisions 
and Regulations where a particular Commencement is especially 
provided and appointed), shall commence and take place upon the 
Tenth Day of July in the Year of our Lord One Thousand 
Seven Hundred and Ninety-seven.
